hat Mr. Storey, the veteran and 
well known editor and proprietor of 
,he Chicago Times, has for some time 
>een in a mental condition which is 
'ast approaching, if it has not al- 
ready reached, actual imbecility. 
It 


las been the cause of much comment 
,hst the columns of hia journal have 
'or the last year exhibited vagaries 
if the most extraordinary character, 
_ind that its influence has perceptibly 
declined as well as its circulation. 
During the year of the last World 
Exposition at Paris Mr. Storey, with 
lis wife, was making a tour of Eu- 
rope. He was not in very good 
lealth, having had two shocks of 
paralysis prior to leaving America. 
At Berae, Switzerland, he had a third 
one, but was attended by Dr. Brown- 
Seqnard, and so far recovered that 
ue was able to return to the United 
States some three months later, 


e that time he has declined in 


mental strength, but has about held 
bis own in other respects. 
During 


the greater portion of the time since 
bis return he has been guided by the 
advice of "spirits," the principal one 
of these mentors being an undevel- 
oped Indian girl, possessed of a pro- 
digious amount of information as to 
sanitary engineering, the manage 
ment of newspapers, and other mod 
ern matters. 
Mr. Storey is engaged 


in tho construction on Grand boule- 
vard of a marble palace which will 
cost three-quarters of a million dol 
lars, which has been several years in 
progress, and which will not be un 
der roof before the close of the com 
ing year. 
At the present time ho 


gives but little attention to his news 
paper, which since he ceased to give 
it his personal oversight has invisi- 
bly improved. He passes his time 
in" pondering overjthe directions of 
his spiritual guides, in relating toliih 
listener for the thousandth time what 
the ''spirits" have done for him, and 
in mysteriously planning as to what 
he will purchase when ho shall visit 
Europe for the materials for the fur- 
nishing of his new house. 
It is a 


pitiful outcome of a life which has 
been among the most energetic, in- 
fluential, and audacious in the do 
main of journalism. 
To-day a de 


crepit old man, babbling over tho 
memories of his youth, ceaselessly 
reiterating his puerile experiences 
under "spirit" control, anticipating, 
with many a break in speech and 
recollection, a visit to the shops of 
tho Palais lloyal, and a residence of 
years in the marble palace; with 
shrunken eye, palsied hands, and 
thoughts which come and go, driven 
here and there by chaotic agencies 
such is the once grand man who pre 
sided over the destinies of the great 
est newspaper in the west, and whose 
ability, boldness, and energy made 
him 
a commanding ligure of the

He kept 
his seat in the Senate when Louisi- 
ana had been lost to the party by the 
consent of President Hayes. Kellogg 
is a clergyman's son from Montpe- 
lier, Vt His wife bad one brother 
in the rebel and one in the Federal 
army. His old associate, Packard, 
is still the highly respected Consul 
of the Government at Liverpool.

kota last week Saturday, was fruitful 
in new experience to travelers mak- 
ing their first trip to that section. 
One of them relates his experience 
of being out all night. 
The \ve.st 


bound passenger train ou th« Dako 
ta Central road, on Saturday after 
noon, came to a standstill on the 
track between WooKev and Wossing- 
ton, 
and remained all night on the 


prairie. 
Soon after leaving Huron 


it was discovered that the engine was 
working badly, and the train pro- 
gressed slowly, Flopping occasionally 
for repairs. 
After being out of Hu- 


ron about two hours another misfor 
tune took place 
A west bound 


freight was overtaken, wilh a dead 
engine and fifteen cars. 
The engin- 


eer undertook to make a long run 
without sufficient water, and found 
the grades too heavy for such a state 
of affairs. 
Conductor Ketchurn and 


his men labored hard with the sick 
iron horse. 
It was run back to a 


point of water on the side of the 
track, and the conductor and one of 
the passengers, who volunteered his 
professional services on the occasion, 
went into the water up their waists 
while supplying the boiler. 
All the 


time that these proceedings were 
taking place a fearful bliz/ard was 
going on, a swift wind was sweeping 
over the prairie, accompanied with 
snow, und the reader can imagine 
that the work of the train men was 
decidedly unpleasant. 
All efforts to 


go forward proved futile, and soon 
it was understood by the passengers 
that they were bonked for the night 
at that point. 
Then it was about 


0%i() o'clock. 
Conductor Ketehum 


sent two train men on foot to Wool- 
soy, 
abont hi\ miles east, where they 


procured a hand oar and went to 
Huron, reaching there about 9 o'clock. 
It took some time to wake up the 
round house men and open, up tho 
facts' to thorn concerning the block- 
ade 
Arrangements were perfected 


as soon as possible and a i o'clock 
next 
morning two engines were 


brought to the trains arid immediate 
1} proceeded west, to AVesiington, 
where the freight train and its en 
gme were bide tracked. 
But few of 


the passengers ventured to step out. 
The music of the wind was loud and 
not at all fascinating to the musm 
lovers within (lie coaches. 
Some of 


the inmates of the ''smoker" passed 
the iirst part of the night in song 
and storv, n few of the number gut 
ting in short naps between paws. 
The passengers generally took in the 
situation without much criticism, the 
brakemen made libuial use of the 
coal, and the temperature of the 
coaches \vau very good for « stormy 
night, with a cold \viud. blowing at 
the rate of fifty miles an hour.

Shipping Calves West. 


Colonel Judy, the well-known stock 


auctioneer, of Tallula, Menard county 
111., says that from around Tallula a great, 
many yonng cattle, spring calves and 
yearlings have been shipped this fall to 
the grazing regions of the north and 
northwest. He spoke of one shipment of 
over 1,200, and another of something over 
600 calves. The last of the present week 
Mr. Judy's son will ship about 300 year- 
ling steers. They ship principally to 
Cheyenne, Wyoming territory, where they 
find a good sale for their stock. The 
shipping of calves to the west is compar- 
atively a new experience, and has proven 
quite successful. For four or five years 
•took cattle in small bunches have been 
shipped west, but the shipping ot any 
preceding year has not been carried on BO 
extensively as this year. The shipping of 
calves west to the grazing ranches, where 
it costs but Hltle to grow and feed them, 
will certainly have a tendency to raise 
the price of calves-here. If it becomes 
general, it will create a greater demand 
for stock cattle, and fanners will have 
another object in view in raising calves 
than to sell them to the local botchers to 
be slaughtered.

A Word to Parents. 


Recently a reporter has been convers- 


ing with several physicians with reference 
to the difference, if any there ia, between 
diseases known as "Scarlet Bash," "Soar- 
let Fever" and "Scarlatina." All inter- 
viewed say there is no difference except 
in name, and that one is equally ns con- 
tagious as the other. There are several 
cases of scarlatina in the city, and parents 
Blionld be watchful and not expose their 
atflicted children to those of their neigh- 
bors. Dr. Bnmstead was one of the phy- 
sicians asked if there is any difference 
between scarlet rash, scarlatina and scar- 
let fever, and replied substantially as fol- 
lows: "There is no real difference be- 
tween scarlet rash and scarlatina or scar- 
let fever, the last two names mean exact- 
ly the same: that scarlet rash is scarlet 
fever and nothing else, only in a milder 
form than those severe cases which the 
people usually regard as characteristic of 
this disease, cannot be too emphatically 
stated. They are all one and the same 
disease and very coutagioim, and those 
wlio think otherwise have no right to 
endanger the children of their neighbors, 
and should not be permitted to do so."

Champaign Sufrar. 


A telegram from Champaign states that 


the manufacture of sorghum sugar at 
that place dosed on Saturday last, the 
whole crop of cane having been secured 
and used. The remarkable results reached 
called together visitors from many differ- 
ent states, and one official representative 
of the French Government. Careful rec 
ords have been kept showing a sample 
that twelve and a half acres of early or 
ange cane, weighing when stripped and 
topped twelve and a half tons to the acre 
will yield per acre of fine sugar 790 
pounds, which sells readily at 8J£ cents 
and 10 gallons of molasses, worth 40 cents. 
This new departure in sugar making will 
increase the agricultural wealth of the 
State many millions of dollars. We no- 
tice in exchanges that this new industry 
in Illinois id attracting the attention of 
sugar makers in the South who ridicule 
the idea of making sugar in the North; 
but by and by they will give the enter- 
prise their respectful attention, for they 
will have to compete in the sale of sugar 
as good as they can offer to the trade.
